T one thme or another near- 
ly everybody has ¢x- 
perlenced the. burning sensation 
below the lower part of the 
breast bone which ts known as 
“heartburn.”” Many peopte, par- 
Ucularly those who suffer from 
other disturbances of  .the 
stomach and bowel, are annoy- 


‘led bys this symptom frequent- 


ly. 

The distréss comes on most 
often shortly after cating, parti- 
cularly after the “bolting” of oa 
large meal. Other symptoms 
may be assoclated with the 
heartburn. In some cases, there 
is actually pain In the pit of the 
stomach.

Parls, Aug. 15.—The Econo- 
mic Co-operation Administrator, 
Mr Paul Hoffman, today warned 
Europe that there was little 
time left If the Marshall Plan
